TOKYO (&)—Blistering Allied air 
strikes and a r t i l l e r y barrages 
crumpled a Red Korean attack near 
Wonju today. But another Com­ 
munist force striking 30 miles be­ 
hind this Allied position threatened 
the entire United Nations stand in 
Central Korea. 


The deep-istriking Red column 
skirted the American-French-Dutoh 
line in the Wonju area. It fought 
several sharp clashes with Allied pa­ 
trols on the approaches to Tanyang, 
37 miles southeast of Wonju. 


The flanking Reds set up a road­ 
block, mined a vital supply highway 
and poured a hail of small arms fire 
into an Allied force sent out to clear 
the route. 


Two North Korean divisions—the 
Sixth and 10th—were ramming 
deep wedge into the UN. positions 
in Central Korea. Possibly 20,000 
Communist troops were in this force 
wMch was threatening the supply 
and withdrawal routes of the UJS. 
Second Division and its French and 
Dutch supporting units making a 
fighting stand just south of Wonju. 


The immediate peril In the Wonju 
area eased as daylong Allied air 
strikes and artillery barrages routed 
two Red Korean regiments which 
had seized a commanding height 
Thursday night.

"The Red Cross Is the strong right 
arm of Civil Defense" Col. E. Carl 
Englehart, county civil defense co­ 
ordinator, tokl the Marin Red Cross 
board of directors at their meeting 
on Thursday, emphasizing the im­ 
portance of first aid training in the 
event of need.' 
Englehart stated that he hoped to 
have two teachers in each school 
trained as Red Cross first aid in­ 
structors, who In turn would train 
the rest of the teaching staff and 
give first aid Instruction to the stu­ 
dents suitable to their age groups. 
In civil defense planning, Engle­ 
hart said that he was r e l y i n g 
heavily on county officials and 
their staffs for defense activities re­ 
lated to their fields. Dr. Clarice Hay- 
lett, as health officer, is in charge 
of coordinating the work of Marin 
county doctors in the event of an 
emergency, and newly inducted Dr. 
Wallace Hall, county superintendent 
of schools, will implement school de­ 
fense preparations. 
"I have not found apathy about 
civil defense”, Englehart said, ex­ 
plaining that he had been dealing 
mostly with the leaders of county 
organisations. 'The apathy exists at1 
city levels”, where people are not 
aware of what is going on, .¡tie said. 
"They should read the newspapers”. 
Care of refugees from a more 
probable target area may turn into 
Marin’s greatest problem, the civil 
defense chief Indicated, and urged 
that Individual home owners decide 
how many refugees they could take 
care of In an emergency, and let 
the head of their local d e f e n s e 
council know.

Senators Áre Told 


Of Big Increase 


In Manpower Goal 
WASHINGTON 
— Senators 
were told today that President Tru­ 
man had Increased the Juns 30 
manpower goal for the nation’s 
- fighting forces by about 260,000. 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Anna M. Rosenberg testified that 
Mr. Truman had approved raising 
the armed forces strength to 3,462,- 
205 by that - ate or “at the earliest 
possible moment.** 
The previous June 30 target was 
8,200,000 
although Mr. Tru­ 
man has talked of having 1,500,000 
In the next year or two. 
Mrs. Rosenberg made her an­ 
nouncement as she and top ranking 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
officers appeared before the Sen­ 
ate armed services subcommittee to 
urge drafting of 18-year-olds. 
Mrs. Rosenberg said she had lust 
received a telephone call from Sec­ 
retary of Defense Marshall inform­ 
ing her of the higher total for the 
armed services. 
“The Joint ehiefs of staff request­ 
ed It yesterday,** Mrs. Rosenberg 
said. “The Secretary of Defense 
and the President approved It this 
morning.** 
The proposal for drafting. 18-year- 
olds was running into some opposi­ 
tion in the Senate group. Senator 
Saltonstall (R.-Mass.) demanded 
that defense officials "prove their 
case** for such a step. 
KASHMIR PLAN DUE AT U.N. 
KARACHI (/P) —Mohammad All, j 
secretary general of the Govern­ 
ment of Pakistan, told newsmen i 
here after his arrival from a seven- 
week’s stay at Lake Success that a 
new Kashmir Plan will shortly be 
presented to the Security Council 
of the United Nations. 
He declined to give any details, 
but stated that the new plan had 
not been completed.

Truman today called on Congress to 
boost taxes this session by “very 
much more** than the 18,000,000,000 
combined total of the last two In­ 
creases. 
The president, in his annual eco­ 
nomic message, notified the law­ 
makers that the nation’s security 
will demand lending and spending 
authority totalling 1140,000,000,000 
for this fiscal year and next. The 
present fiscal year runs out next 
July 1. 
. 
As he set It out, this total would 
be for actual military and foreign 
aid spending plus contracting, lend­ 
ing and loan guaranteeing authority 
for national security purposes. Other 
government expenses would be In 
addition to this. 
WAGE RESTRAINTS 
Tnunan said workers must accept 
wage restraints and business men 
must accept lower profits—that no 
one should seek to hide his income 
to escape his share of the higher tax 
burden. 
He told the legislators, too, that 
1,000,000 more men and women may 
be added to the armed forces within 
few months. The military man­ 
power goal has been a force of 3,- 
200,000 by June 30, but only today 
this figure was* raised to 3,462,205. 
Congress voted a $4,700,000,000 in­ 
crease in individual and corporation 
taxes last fall. In December, It 
passed a bill to get $3,300,000,000 
more from corporations through an 
“excess profits’’ tax and an increase 
In existing taxes. 
NO SPECIFIC FIGURES 
Truman used no specific figure for 
his new tax proposals but said the 


total should exceed the combined 
total of these two bills. 
Truman said It should be the first 
principle of policy to “maintain a 
balanced budget, and to finance the 
cost of national defense on a ’pay- 
aa-we-go* basis.** He added: 
“Corporations should pay much 
higher taxes. Individuals should pay 
much higher taxes. Excise taxes 
should be higher and more ex­ 
tensive.’* 
Truman said new tax proposals 
soon will be submitted to Congress 
carrying these recommendations as 
well as recommendations for closing 
“many loopholes” In present tax 
laws.The president also Informed Con­ 
gress that staffs are being rapidly 
gathered to apply “broader controls’* 
over prices and wages. 
# 
“In the case of prices,** he said, 
“the general policy must be to hold 
the price line with utmost vigor.** 
CONTROL SPECULATION - 
He asked that the Department of 
Agriculture be “granted authority to 
control speculative trading and' to 
strengthen Its regulation of com­ 
modity exchanges.” 
As he did in last Monday’s State 
of the Union message, the president 
emphasized the great threat from 
Communist aggression. 
He said “large and menacing 
forces” led by Russia are “arrayed 
against the free world.” 
“The great manpower under the 
control of Soviet Communism is 
being driven with fanatic zeal to 
build up military and industrial 
strength,'* he continued. “We invite 


disaster if we underestimate the 
forces working against us.1* 
The $140.900,000,000 figure used by 
Mr. Truman does not necessarily 
mean the government will spend 
that much In the two years ending 
July 1, 1952. 
The funds may be committed 
over several years ahead and Mr. 
Truman did not hint at the size of 
the budget to be presented on Mon­ 
day. 
But by the end of 1951, Mr. Tru­ 
man declared, defense and foreign 
aid spending should hit a rate be­ 
tween $45,000,000,000 and $55,000,- 
000,000 a year. This' is roughly 
double today’s outlays.

LAKE SUCCESS (ff)—The United 
Nations drove toward a vote today 
on a final peace bid to Communist 
China, offering a political confer­ 
ence on Far- Eastern problems in 
return for a cease-fire in Korea. 
The United States accepted the 
plan. , R* wSia, in what seemed to 
be a stall for time, expressed cool­ 
ness toward it. 
Non-Communist spokesmen made 
It plain that if Peiping rejects this 
offer, the Reds can expect no fur­ 
ther overtures and the war will 
go on. 
Diplomats here held little hope 
that China’s Communists would 
agree to the proposals. They felt, 
however, the effort was worth while 
If only as a demonstration that the 
UN had explored the last possible 
avenue to peace.

The only thing to mar the joyous 
homecoming of four-year-old Caro­ 
lyn Joan Purcell was the feeling by 
her parents that they might have 
been spared some of the agony of 
trying to decide between darkness 
or death for her. 
Grady Hospital disclosed that te- 
fon Carolyn was flown to Mayo 
Clinic to Rochester, Minn., one of 
its own doctors wrote a report sim­ 
ilar to the clinic diagnosis that she 
had an eye inflammation 
rather 
than cancer. 
The Purcells said this opinion was 
never relayed to them and 
the 
mother took her daughter to Roch­ 
ester still believing an eye opera­ 
tion was necessary to save her life. 
"Why in God's name did they let 
me believe they had to take my 
child’s eyes out or she would die?" 
Mrs. Purcell asked. "I lived in tor­ 
ment for over a week and I had to 
fly all the way up to Rochester be­ 
fore I git any hope."

WASHINGTON <U,R>—The govern­ 
ment today extended credit controls 
to construction of virtually all resi­ 
dential buildings in a new effort to 
halt advancing inflation. 
The new rulings limit the "ize of 
loans and mortgages financed by 
private or government lending agen 
cies. 
Violators can be fined 
up 
to 
£000 or jailed for a year. 
Meanwhile, informed sources said 
the National Production Authority 
soon may tighten its ban on new 
construction because of mounting 
demands for defense materials. The 
NPA now bans construction of en­ 
tertainment, 
amusement and re­ 
creational facilities costing 
more 
than 15000.

The NPA said 1951 construction 
may reach $25,000,000,000 as com­ 
pared with $27.750,000000 last year. 


The new controls apply to three 
and four family residences and to 
apartment houses and 
apartment 
hotels. Construction loans on m t 
and two family houses were restrict­ 
ed three months agt\ today. 
The regulations were not imposed 
on construction of hotels, motels, 
rooming houses or club houses. The 
regulations also do not apply to 
construction already started.

dences already constructed.

There are times for words, lots of them. And 
there are times for action, definite action. 
In the San Rafael-Richmond bay bridge pro­ 
posal the time for words is past and time for 
action is at hand. 
Before the Legislature are balls that would 
bring about the construction of the bridge as a 
vehicular span in the shortest possible time. 
And there is at least one bill that would further 
slow the start of construction by enmeshing 
the entire proposal in a complicated study of 
whether the bridge should carry a ráilroad (if a 
railroad wanted to use it) and whether its 
approaches should be made dams in conjunction 
with the Reber plan. 
Both these'things-have been declared unfeas­ 
ible by the Division of San Francisco^Bay Toil 
Crossings. 
Even to their proponents they are, 
remote possibilities which would infinitely com­ 
plicate the financing and building of the bridge. 
What is needed is a bridge to Contra Costa— 
and as soon as possible. Now is the time Marin 
and all the North Bay counties should unite 
in pushing through the one prime objective- 
getting the bridge built. 
Eliminated should be all forms of pettiness 
and personal ambition, such as was indicated 
in the introduction of the bills to provide 
$750,000 from the state to prepare the bridge 
plans. With a joint meeting scheduled the next 
day to decide on the type of legislation desired* 
Assemblyman McCollister introduced his own 
bill to accomplish the purpose. Now as Assem­ 
blyman Congon of Contra Costa introduces the 
bill decided upon at the meeting, there will be 
two bills from the affected assemblymen on the 
same matter. The right one should have been 
enough. 
It will need the concerted cooperation of the 
assemblymen, senators, supervisors, and general 
public of all North Bay counties and Contra 
Costa if the bridge proposal goes through. 
The time to start working together is now.

It's clearly evident that govern­ 
ment agencies could operate on 
less money, states the Bakersfield 
Californian, and “with new and 
higher taxes upon us, Increased 
expenditures for national defense 
and other items to uphold the 
frontiers of the free world, it be­ 
hooves this nation to turn a sharp 
and effective attention upon the 
necessity of reducing non-essential 
expenditures. A government which 
h a s„ demanded that its citizens 
curb their spending and prepare 
for sacrifices should follow its own 
recommendations. Unless this Is 
done, we will find our economic 
ability to withstand the emergency 
seriously weakened.” • 


Pointing out th at reorganizing 
of the executive branch of govern­ 
ment as proposed by the Hoover , 
report Is only about half done, the 
Napa Register declares “it would 
have been better if the whole 
undertaking had been wrapped 1IJI 
long before this. But when the 
apparatus of government has been 
demonstrated to be faulty as well 
as extravagant, the only sensible 
course Is to strengthen it before 
It breaks down entirely. . . . Every

The reluctance of the United - 
Nations to condemn,and punish 
Red China as an aggressor against 
Korea places the peace organi­ 
zation In the fateful position of the 
deceased League of Nations in its 
relations to Japan in 1031. 
It’s only 19 years ago that Nip­ 
pon, feeling her special position 
in Manchuria endangered by Chi­ 
nese Nationalism, intervened mil­ 
itarily and established an inde­ 
pendent state under control of 
Tokyo, Naturally that was a ter­ 
rific challenge to the authority of 
the League, which had been estab­ 
lished to prevent just such use 
of force in settlement of disputes. 
The question of sanctions im­ 
mediately arose Ih the League. But 
then, as now in the case of the 
United Nations, the League could 
employ only such methods as the 
majority of its leading members 
supported. 
There was a lot of vigorous talk 
about sanctions. But the major 
powers, which would have to en­ 
force the sanctions, declined to 
take the chance of creating war 
with Japan. 
So the League tried impartial 
investigation and conciliation. A 
special commission was sent to 
Manchuria and it reported back 
that Japanr had teen a very bad 
lad and was indeed an aggressor. 
The commission decided that a 
restoration of the status quo in 
Manchuria wasn't desirable but It 


any settlement which didn’t rec­ 
ognize Manchuria's independence, 
and withdrew from the League. 
There is a wide split between 
America and numerous other non- 
Communist members of the UJi.

“Our men are fighting, along­ 
side their United Nations allies, 
because they know as we do that 
the aggression in Korea is part 
of the attempt of the Russian 


Communist dictatorship to take 
over the world, step by step.” 
Both European and Asiatic mem­ 
bers of the UN. pave been study­ 
ing the American idea warily and 
unhappily—France and B r i t a i n 
among them. Britain has been 
taking refuge in the argument 
that the non-Communist countries 
can’t label Communist China as 
an aggressor until the UN. fails 
in its attempts to achieve a cease­ 
fire. 
Other important members of the 
British Commonwealth, now meet­ 
ing in London, also are afraid of 
adopting the American program on 
the grounds that it may Involve 
them in war with Red China. One 
can understand thase fears, for 
Russian-hacked Communist China, 
with its millions of fighting men, 
is a formidable power. 
That’s the problem the UN. is 
up against. It’s very life may de­ 
pend on arrival at a correct solu­ 
tion, for this Is a crucial issue, just 
as was the Manchurian affair of

Catholic Clergy 
Banned From All 
Civic Groups 


VATICAN CITY (JP)—A Vatican 
decree forbidding Catholic clergy to 
join Rotary International, it was 
explained today, applies equally to 
such a simlliar organizations as 
Klwanls, the Lions and other civic 
groups. 
A member of the Congregation of 
the Sacred Office, which drew up 
the decree, slid the d o c u m e n t 
reiterated the church’s preference 
that Catholic laymen and women 
associate themselves with Catholic 
■church-sponsored or recommended 
organizations, such as the Knights 
of Columbus. 
The member .said the decree, pub­ 
lished yesterday in tip Vatican's 
“L’Osservatore Romano,” is a gen­ 
eral directive and neither a con­ 
demnation of Rotary nor an Im­ 
pediment to membership of Catho­ 
lic laymen in the organization. 


APPROVED BY POPE 
The decree was approved by Pope 
Pius XII, who is prefect of the con­ 
gregation, one of 11 such bodies 
that govern church affairs. 
The decree, this source said, is ex­ 
plicit insofar as it regards clergy­ 
men. They cannot be members of 
Rotary—or other organization! hav­ 
ing a “worldly” character—nor at­ 
tend the meetings. 
Any clergyman who is a member 
* of Rotary, this source said, must re­ 
sign from the club. The implication 
of the decree, the source added, Is 
that similar action must be taken 
by clergymen who are members of 
Klwanls, or like groups. 
The decree was described as a 
general rule open, insofar as Catho­ 
lic laymen are concerned, to local 
interpretation by Bishops. 
Thus, should a Rotary club in 
some particular area be considered 
to be influenced by Masonry, local 
bishops might decide to ask or 
order Catholics not to associate 
themselves with it. This would apply 
to “non-confessional” organizations 
other than Rotary.

MONTREAL (dP)—J. Albert Guay, 
the little Quebec jeweler, whose yen 
for quick riches led him to kill his 
wiff and 22 others by time-bombing 
an airliner, died on the gallows In 
Bordeaux prison today. 
Guay, convicted of a plot to get 
his wife's insurance, mounted the 
scaffold at 12:26 a. m. (ES^) and 
seven minutes later he was pro­ 
nounced dead. 
To the last, Guay retained his 
yearning for public attention. In­ 
formants said he bdasted to his 
guards, shortly before he was led 
to the gallows, “at least I die fa­ 
mous..” 
Guay was convicted of having a 
bomb placed on 
Quebec Airways 
plane, which exploded and crashed 
Sept. 9, 1949, killing the 23 per­ 
sons. 
Among 'those killed was Guay’s 
wife, Rita, 28. 
Also aboard were 
three top New York executives of 
the Kennecott Copper Corp., E. T. 
Stannard, 
president; 
Arthur 
D. 
Storke, who was to succeed Stan­ 
nard, and R, J. Parker, vice-presi­ 
dent. 
Guay was charged with carrying 
on an Illicit love affair with Marie- 
Ange Robitaille, 20, a Quebec wait- 
tress, and with getting rid of his 
wife to collect $10,000 insurance on 
her life. 
He almost got away with it, until 
Investigators found evidence of an 
explosion in the plane's luggage 
compartment. 
Suspicion was aroused by eye­ 
witness testimony that there had 
been an explosion as the plane veer­ 
ed, then crunched into a mountain 
40 miles northeast of Quebec. Ex­ 
perts Insisted that the evidence was 
against a gasoline explosion.

NCAA To Vote 


On Nation-Wide 
Grid TV Ban 


DALLAS, Tex. (UR) — The Na­ 
tional Collegiate AtMetic Associa­ 
tion votes today to bar live tele­ 
casting of intercollegiate foootball 
games, for at least one year. 
A heavy majority of N.OJLA, 
members were ready to go along, as 
general sessions of the organiza­ 
tion’s annual convention opened 
with the report of its committee on 
television. 
The committee, headed by Athletic 
Director Tom Hamüton of Pitts­ 
burgh, found: “Live telecasting of 
college football games has an ad­ 
verse effect on gate receipts and, if 
not controlled, seriously threatens 
the whole structure of intercollegiate 
atMetics.” 
The television Industry was rep­ 
resented here, but the voices of its 
ambassadors 
were drowne ‘ 
out. 
Their argument wa¿ that any bad 
effect on TV on football gate re­ 
ceipts was temporary, stemming 
from “novelty” of the new medium, 
and in the long run TV would bene­ 
fit the gridiron game by quickening 
viewer appreciation of its fine points 
and creating desire to see it played 
in the stadium. 
Against this argument, the N.CA. 
A. committee laid down the findings 
of the National Opinion Research 
Center, a University of Chicago 
agency which it commissioned to 
study TV and football gate receipts. 
At 188 schools, within range of 
TV, football attendance in 1950 
dropped 42 per cent from record 
levels of 1947-’48, the center re­ 
ported.

tag. This is dis­ 
cussed in a later column. 
In making a joint return you in­ 
clude all the income, exemptions, 
and deductions of both the husband 
and wife. In heading the return you 
should list both names. For example: 
John J. and Mary M. Doe. Also list 
both Social Security numbers and 
occupations if both have an Income. 
However, it Is not necessary that 
both have income in order to file a 
Joint return. 
Both husband and wife must sign 
a joint return, and each assumes full 
legal responsibility for the total tax 
due; 11 one falls to pay, the other 
must pay. If they are entitled to a 
refund, the check will be made out 
to them jointly. 
If any tax has been paid separate­ 
ly by withholding or on an estimate 
—Form 1040ES for 195b-full credit 
for such payment or payments may 
be taken on the Joint return.

Chiseling, 
fraud, 
inequities 
in 
present 
unemployment 
insurance 
law already have partially destroyed 
“merit rating” and may destroy It 
entirely. 
Employers with good records for 
holding their employees, who last 
year paid no unemployment insur­ 
ance tax, this year are paying 
per cent, through no fault of their 
own. In future, they may pay the 
present maximum of 2.7 per cent, 
or even more. 
Because of the shrinkihg unem­ 
ployment insurance fund, every em­ 
ployer, 
regardless of 
his 
merit 
rating, this year was ordered to pay 
at least 1 per cent, of his payroll. 
The way merit rating has worked 
Is as follows: 
The contributions of each employ 
er are credited to his “reserve fund' 
in the 
Unemployment 
Insurance 
Commission treasury. 
All unemployment benefits paid 
out to his employees who stop work­ 
ing for him (prior to getting an­ 
other job) are deducted from his 
individual reserve fund, or from the 
general unemployment fund. 
The current balance in the em 
ployer’s reserve fund determines the 
rate of unemployment insurance 
contributions he must pay on his 
total payroll, for instance from 
per cent up to 2.7 per cent at 
present. 
But many employers who have a 
fine record of 
employment 
and 
have not been required during 1948 
and 1949 to pay anything, now have 
to pay although their employment 
records still are perfect, or nearly 
so. 
This is because chiselers and the 
inequities in the law have so de­ 
pleted the fund that the good have 
to pay for the bad. 
This situation Is partly the fault 
of careless, indifferent or frankly 
dishonest employers. 
Many employers, vith large labor 
turnovers, never had paid less than 
2.7 per cent, *>i the basis that they 
cannot be taxed any higher, they 
have not tried for a merit rating. 
These employers do not answer 
questionnaires from the Unemploy­ 
ment Insurance Commission, do not 
inform the Commission when em­ 
ployees have been discharged for 
cause (which prohibits payment of 
benefits) and do not cooperate in 
furnishing the Commission with In­ 
formation so 
that chiselers 
who 
draw unemployment insurance bene­ 
fits while working elsewhere, can 
be traced. 
Other employers dishonestly split 
employees’ earnings into small seg­ 
ments so the employees can claim 
partial unemployment and collect 
partial ben'eflts. Tt *- may hold the 


employees in reserve for «-employ­ 
ment by the dishonest employers 
when needed, but It drains the fund 
maintained by aonest employers for 
the benefit of honest employees hon­ 
estly out of work. 
• 
A rude awakening for these em- 
ployer-chiselers as well as some em- 
ployee-chiselers may be in stor»f 
Because, sufficient depletion oi! 
the fund may result In the present 
2.7 per cent maximum contribution 
being raised. It could go to 5 per 
cent, or even more, of all employ­ 
ers’ payrolls. 
Also, an employees’ tax of 1 per 
cent, or more, could be re-inati 
tuted. 
► 
As stated before, the 1 per cent 
employees formerly paid for un­ 
employment J trance now "oes into 
the disability insurance fund. 
Ii 
is not likely that the disability fund 
will be discontinued. 
Therefore, if employers should be 
unable to carry the burden, a new 
I per cent, or higher, tax could be 
placed on the employees to help 
finance unemployment insurance. 
This Is not a far-fetched predic­ 
tion. 
The unemployment fund had 
balance of $552,300,000 at the end 
of September, reported James G. 
Bryant, state director of employ­ 
ment. 
California’s present labor force Is 
about 4,640,000 persons. 
Comes the end of war prosperity 
and perhaps only 2,000,000 of these 
people are out of employment. At 
$25 a week unemployment insur- 
anc® benefits, the fund would be 
depleted $50,000,000 a week. 
Without additional contri!-itions, 
the entire fund would be exhausted 
in II weeks. 
Of course, there would be con­ 
tributions during those 11 week?, but 
the contributions world only delay 
the Inevitable exhaustion of the 
fund a few weeks more. 
The remedy? To Jus, "soak” em­ 
ployers to keep up the fund? 
No necessarily. 
The present law provides that 
when the balance in tu~ fund is such 
that, within six months It will be 
unable to pay probable benefit lia- 
bill ies in full, the Commission may 
reduce or cease payment of bene­ 
fits. 
There was a period in 1950 when 
employers and the Commission were 
estlmatting the date of such insol­ 
vency.

tacked Russia with 240 divisions, 
most of them combat-trained). 
2. The Soviet Union is not under 
any compulsion to rack up new 


gains in Europe. She is doing very 
well in the Phr East. 
The U. N. reverses in Korea, in 
fact, probably could be described as 
a "baby Pearl Harbor,” In terms of 
their effect on Washington think­ 
ing. 
The economy philosophy has 
sunk without a trace. In Congress 
and in government, generally, there 
is a sense of the need for action. 
Business men who are in Washing­ 
ton now say that what they want 
is "to be told what to do” 
Army circles complain if the dif­ 
ficulty of planning until the debate 
on over-all American strategy Is re 
solved, or at least crystallized into 
something near agreement.

SACRAMENTO — Comprehensive 
legislation program was launched 
here Wednesday at a joint con­ 
ference of the supervisors unit of 
the Redwood Empire Association 
with state senators and assembly­ 
men representing Redwood Empire 
and Golden Gate bridge district 
counties, San Francisco and North- 
bay. 
The program adopted included 
highway, aeronautics, highway traf­ 
fic conservation, state parks, travel 
Industry» county and district fair 
legislation. 
Presided over by Supervisors Unit 
President T. Fred Bagshaw, and 
following comments by REA Presi­ 
dent Arthur J. Schilder on behalf 
of REA executive board, a plan of 
procedure and schedule of operation 
was adopted, involving the follow­ 
ing legislative policies, previously 
established by .the supervisors unit: 
Add remaining county road sec 
tors of Shoreline highway to state 
h i g h w a y system (Jenner-Marin 
line; Westport - Femdale including

physically possible (supplemented by

Atomic Energy Commission Ready To 


Try Test A-Bomb Blasts In Nevada 


By ELTON C. FAY 


WASHINGTON (¡Ph-The govern­ 
ment’s atomic weaponeers apparent­ 
ly are getting ready to "tickle the 
dragon’s tail” out in a Nevada 
desert. 
, 


That is what the physicists of the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
call 
their trick of producing low-order 
nuclear fission bursts without pro­ 
voking the atomic beast into a full- 
scale, death-dealing A-bomb blast. 


They have been doing that lab­ 
oratory trick since before the first 
A-bomb was exploded. But a new 
announcement from the AEG sug­ 
gests that now they are able to pro­ 
duce bigger sub-explosion bursts 
and will begin that work on part of 
a 5,000-square-mile Air Force bomb­ 
ing and gifnnery range near Las Ve­ 
gas, Nevada. 
The AEG said late yesterday it 
had been authorized by President 
Truman to use the Nevada range, lo­ 
cated within convenient access to 
the Los Alamos, N. M., laboratory, 
for periodic test work. The tests, 
AEG said, "will include experimen­ 
tal nuclear detonation for the de­ 
velopment of atomic bombs—so- 
called ’A-bombs’—carried out under 
controlled conditions.” 
Such big-scale, out-of-doors lab­ 
oratory experiments could be direct­ 
ly associated with work toward de­ 
veloping atomic weapons for use by 


the Army, already officially an­ 
nounced. 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, 
Army chief of -tafi, has indicated 
it was by no means impossible to 
develop an artillery shell or a guided 
missile with an atomic warhead. 
It Is to be assumed that in the 
process of reducing the atomic 
bomb to a size for fitting hi shells 
or warheads the commission is ex­ 
ploring many phases of nuclear fis­ 
sion. 
To produce true atomic explo­ 
sions, like the A-bomb, the quantity 
of the component parts of ¿he fis­ 
sionable material generally cannot 
be too small. If less than "critical 
size” the explosion doesn’t occur.
